These A. F. L. lead- 
ers wear badges on the picket lines 
bearing the words, “St Dep- 
uty.” The A. F. of L. leaders in

The A. F. L. leaders put 
up no demands on behalf of the 
Negroes against discrimination, etc., 
and have not combatted the attempt 
of the bosses to stir race feeling in 
the strike. 

The A. F. L, leaders, together with 
the Socialist Party leaders, also 
played a clear strikebreaking role 
in the ending of the strike of 900 
workers in the Chase Brass and 
Copper strike led by the militant

PEIPING, China, April 30 (By 
Cable) .—Greatly increased insurrec- 
tionary movements against Japan- 
in Manchuria is re- 
ported by the Chinese press. Es- 
pecially in the valley of the Sun- 
gari river, where the Japanese-Man- 
chukuoan Government is taking 
land from the peasants for the ben- 
efit of Japanese army reservists sent 
here as settlers, is the armed strug- 
gle against the invaders growing. 


According to information from 
Harbin, a rebellion of peasants

Strikes Break Out 
In Manchester,

Racket Urged By 
T. U. Unity Council 


Judge Freschi Decides 
Racket Is OK; Makes 
It Lawful 


The Trade Union Unity Council 
of Greater New York issued the fol- 
lowing statement in connection with 
the decision of Judge John OD. 
Preschi handed down in General 
Sessions Court and wpholding the 
kick back extortion of money from 
the employees: 

“This décision will further give 
the employers, particularly in the 
building industry, an opportunity to 
continue their insidious practice to- 
@éther with thé racketeers and the 
underworld. 

“Judge Freschi in making this 
Gécision ftitther shows the connec- 
tion of a great part of the judiciary 
powérs with this vicious system and 
behind the employers who are to- 
gether with the underworld 
facketéers ahd the employers liv- 
the on the backs of these éxploited 
®#erkers in the btilding industry. 

“This decision further proves the 
eontention of the Trade Union Unity 
Council that with all of the great 
ballyhoo of rackéteéring no serious 
attempts have ever been made to 
stop these practices but through the 
organized power of the workers. 

Call for Strike Action. 

“The Tradé Union Unity Council 
ealls upon the building trades work- 
ers whenever siich kickbacks are 
taking place to organize themselves 
and to declaré the place on strike. 
The Trade Union Unity Council 
further calls upon the workers who 
are exploited through this vicious 
system to get in touch with our or- 
ganization which will give them all 
assistance in order to destroy it. 

“The Trade Union Unity Council 
further declares that it will call 
upon building trades workers thru- 
out the city not to accept such a 
decision by Judge Freschi but to 

cal] upon building trades workers to 
demonstrate their. indignation 
against this representative of the 
eg oa who is attempting to make 
he blackmail and kickback racket a

“The bargemen are beginning to 
look to the M.W.1.U. as a fighting 
organization and as anh industrial 
union,” Baxter continued. ‘“Theré 
aré so damn mafiy ra*kets and so- 
called unions among the bargemén 
that some are cotifuséd, but the re- 
cent action led by the MWIU where 
Wage incréasés atmounting to six 
dollars a week were won, the barge- 
men are begirining to rally around 
the M.W.I.U. afid many are lining 
up into the union.

“Our union has many problems, 
many which will not be solved un- 
til we succeed to get the mass of 
marine workers into struggle. Our 
main weaknesses are among the 
longshoremen. The failure to prop- 
erly do opposition work in the In- 
ternational Longshoremen’s Asso- 
ciation, the seamen’s’ freformist 
18.U., has been isolated to a great 
extent and at the present they have 
resorted to venomous attacks 
against the M.W.I.U. and using 
vicious propaganda, The I.W.W., the

a pute racket. All the renegades 
from the M.W.1.U. are concentrated 
in the LW.W.; it is ~2w a dying 
outfit but is using its ng yelp to 
disrupt and split the ranks of the 
seamen and aré so rotten they are 
even unsuccessful in this.

“Despite the many weaknesses of 
the union, it continues to forge 
ahéad. Slowly but surély, problems 
are becoming a little easier to solve, 
the members. are becoming more 
class cofscious, ahd the mass of 
s@éamen are beginning to look to the 
MW.1U. as their union.

True daughter of the working 
Class, Williana Jones was born in 
Virginia, of slave-born parents freed 
by the Emancipation Proclamation. 


brought up in strictest tradition of 
unceasing labor as the lot of un- 
happy race torn from native trop- 
ical home: as a tyke of three or four 
years was perched up on box to busy 
herself with dishwashing. 


? “ “This little girl-worker, when she 
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grew up and married, had three 
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babies, one of them Williana. While 
babies were still very young, father 
died and Mrs. Jones came to New 
York hoping to be better able to 
tare for brood. 

Found work in domestic service. 
When unable to keep children with 
her, placed them in orphan asylum 
then at 143 St. and Amsterdam Ave. 


- One child died, leaving Williana and 


Williana went -to school in city, 
and in times when Mother Jones 
could keep children where she 
worked, the little Williana’s services 
were considered part of labor bought 
by the mother’s meagre pay. After 
school she had plenty of work to 
do, dishes, cleaning, scrubbing—per- 
petual round of house-drudgery. 

Sometimes exhausted, stopping to 
read book, explanation was demand- 
ed by Mother Jones. 


“But I’m so tired!” Williana 
. would protest. 
“Tired!” repeated mother in 


amazed rebuke—“but THAT'S no 
reason for stopping work!” 

As Williana grew older, she con- 
tinued schooling, working out of 
school hours: passed through what 
is now “Hunter” College. Here, fi- 
Mally received meagre payment of 
five dollars monthly. 

During two summers, went out to 
work caring for children. 

After Hunter, in 1903, Miss Jones 
became a teacher, placed always in 
working - class (primary) schools. 
With growing knowledge, growing 
consciousness, grew also urge to help 
her oppressed race, to seek best way 
of doing so. Did volunteer settle- 
ment work, helped Negro children’s 
clubs, engaged in other like activi- 
ties. 


Was asked why she did not join a 
Labor Party.

Finally through persistent inquiry, 
found way to American Negro Labor 
Congress, thence made way to Com- 
munist Party. 

Comrade Burroughs was active in 
efforts to save Scottsboro Boys, also 
in Parent - Teachers’ Association, 
and was active member of left-wing 
group in Teachers’ Union of A. F. 
of L. 


Bronx school teacher, Isidore 
Blumberg, was expelled in frame-up

aries. 


Comrade Burroughs became sec- 
retary of Blumberg Defense Com- 
mittee, and was suspended along 
with Isidore Begun, another teacher 
who attempted to defend Blumberg. 


Comrade Burroughs was Commu- 
nist candidate for Comptroller at 
last municipal elections, polling 30,- 
749 votes, highest number of votes 
received by any N. Y. C. Communist 
candidate.

French Fascists Get Arms From Many Countries \

P. Vaillant-Couturier writes in a 
special article in the “Humanite,” 
official daily organ of the Commu- 
nist Party of France, that Coty, the 
founder of the fascist Solidarite 
Francaise, a fascist organization, 
has built at his Chateu de Louve- 
ciennes three stories of caves. For 
what purpose, if not for storing 
arms and ammunition? 

It is published in the Paris press 
that stocks of guns and cartridges 
have been bought from Switzerland 
for about 12,000,000 francs. The de- 
livery is granted on the basis of a 
diplomatic passport. These are sent 
sometimes to Roubaix, sometimes to 
other parts of the country. In Paris, 
at 5 avenue Friedland, there is a 
fascist nest. It is at this address 
that the brigades of the Solidarite 
Francaise are equipped with arms. 
On the page where the article is 
published, there is a photostatic 
copy of an “ordre de service” for a 
member of this fascist organization. 
It instructs the above member to 
call at this address. 

Comrade Vaillant-Couturier goes 
on to say that the three under- 
ground stories built by Coty were 
at that time carefully protected by 
special guards assigned by Coty 
himself to watch the workers and, 
according to eye witnesses, no one 
was permitted to .approach the 
grounds. This reminded one of the 
fortifications in the East. 

Has the government taken the 
trouble to investigate this arms 
depot? asks P. Vaillant- Couturier. 
Is the government taking any action 
against. the firms L. Dieu and Le 
Masson, which two firms are known 
to have received cases of automatic 
pistols of Spanish manufacture?
